in the High Court, which ran for 
several weeks earlier this year. 

The four mounted a chal- 
lenge under the Representa- 
tion Of The People Act. 

Lawyers tor the group made 
a series of allegations, including 
"personation" in postal voting 
and at polling stations, and 
ballot paper tampering. 

Mr Rahman had said there 
was "little, if any" evidence of 
wrongdoing against him. 

His lawyers described the 
group of four's claims as 
invention, exaggeration and 
"in some cases downright 
deliberately false allegations". 


But Mr Mawrey made a series 
of findings against Mr Rah- 
man He said the effect of his rul- 
ing was that "Mr Rahman's 
election as mayor on 22 May 
2014 was void - that is to say it 
is as if it had never taken place. 
He has not lawfully been may- 
or since that date." 

He said "a new mayoral elec- 
tion" would be arranged. 

He added: "It is declared that 
Mr Rahman shall be incapable 
of being elected to till the 
vacancy for the office of Mayor 
of the London Borough of 
Tower Hamlets."

“The evidence laid before this 
court... has disclosed an alarm- 
ing state of affairs in Tower 
Hamlets," he said. 

“This is not the consequence 
of the racial and religious mix 
of the population, nor is it linked 
to any ascertainable pattern of 
social or other deprivation. It is 
the result of the ruthless ambi- 
tion of one man." 

He added: “The real losers in 
this case are the citizens of 
Tower Hamlets." 


Mr Rahman was not in court 
to hear Mr Mawrey's verdict. 

A statement on his website 
said: “Today's judgment has 
come as a shock - the mayor 
strongly denies any wrong- 
doing and had full confidence 
in the justice system, and so this 
result has been surprising to say 
the least. 

“We are seeking further legal 
advice on the matter in relation 
to a judicial review." 

Cabinet member for resources 
Cllr Alibor Choudhury was 


also found guilty of corrupt 
and illegal practices. The court 
ordered him to vacate his office 
as councillor immediately, and 
serve a period of disqualification. 

Sources estimated the total 
cost of the litigation to be in the 
region of £i million. 

The judge ordered Mr Rahman 
to make a £250,000 payment on 
account of the costs incurred 
by the four voters and other 
parties involved. 

Barrister Francis Hoar, who 
represented the group of four. 


said his clients were accusing 
Mr Rahman of “election fraud" 
and that there had been 
“personation" in postal voting 
and at polling stations. 

He said people had regis- 
tered themselves or others to 
vote at addresses at which they 
did not live. 

And he said there had been 
tampering with ballot papers. 

Mr Hoar said Mr Rahman 
was also accused of “making 
false statements" about the 
"personal character” of his 


main rival, John Biggs. He alleged 
“undue influence" by “means of 
spiritual influence" during the 
election campaign and on 
polling day. 

He complained that can- 
vassers had been paid. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The Election Commissioner, 
Judge Richard Mawrey found 
in favour of the arguments 
presented by the petitioners 
in this case. Mr Mawrey also 
presented a judgment which 
cleared the council's returning 


officer, John Williams, and 
council staff of all allegations 
related to fraudulent practice in 
the delivery and administration 
of the 2014 elections. 

“We welcome recognition 
that the council's strong electoral 
processes - which have been 
subject to further intense 
scrutiny during this petition 
hearing - are sound and 
Tower Hamlets Council will 
now take the steps necessary to 
hold an election for executive 
mayor of Tower Hamlets." 


Mayoral and 
Stepney elections 
set for June u

FOLLOWING the election 
judgement on April 23, 
which found against 
Lutfur Rahman and Alibor 
Choudhury, the council 
has now published 
notices for the elections of 
an executive mayor and 
councillor for the Step- 
ney Green ward. 

A council spokesperson said: 
“These combined elections will 
be held on June ii, 2015. They will 
be delivered by John Williams, 
the council's acting returning 
officer, who was cleared of all 
allegations related to fraudulent 
practice in the delivery and 
administration of the 2014 May- 
oral elections." 

In his judgment, Mr Mawrey 
said: “Mr Williams did a 
completely professional job in 
very difficult and trying 
circumstances. He is a man 
of considerable experience 
in elections - indeed may be 
considered an expert in the 
subject." 

The decisions made by the 
former mayor of Tower Hamlets 
during his term of office will all 
stand. This includes decisions 
relating to the mayor's educa- 
tion awards and key areas of 
work including housing, educa- 
tion, the environment and 
health and wellbeing.

third sector groups also 
continues, under the manage- 
ment of government-appointed 
commissioners. 

All services delivered by the 
council to local residents, schools 
and businesses will also contin- 
ue as usual. 

Cllr Oliur Rahman, deputy 
mayor and cabinet member 
for economic development, is 
now acting as executive 
mayor. He will continue in 
this role until a mayor is elect- 
ed on June 11. 


The position of councillor for 
the Stepney Green ward will 
remain vacant, until it is filled 
at the June election. 

The council continues to plan 
for delivery of the General 
Election in the borough, which 
is entirely separate to the 
elections outlined above, and 
will be taking place on May 7 
across the country.

FORMER Poet Laureate Sir 
Andrew Motion inspired 
students at an isle of Dogs 
secondary school to get 
creative when he paid 
them a visit. 

The visit was part of a scheme 
that gives young people an op- 
portunity to meet some of the 
country's greatest writers. 

Sir Andrew, Poet Laureate 
from 1999 to 2009 and now a 
professor of creative writing at 
Royal Holloway, University of 
London, visited George Green's 
School as part of the Royal 
Society of Literature's outreach 
programme in collaboration 
with charity First Story. 

Students read some of the au- 
thor's poetry and prepared a list 


of questions. The writer gave ad- 
vice to the students and spoke 
of how books and reading had 
not been part of his childhood.

THE council has created 
240 more school places by 
building the first super 
eco-friendly school build- 
ing in London. 

Stebon Primary School's 
ES-Smillion expansion was for- 
mally unveiled on Thursday 
April 23 by Professor Brian Cox. 

As part of the improvement 
works at the school on the Bur- 
dett Estate, a two-storey block 
has been constructed which 
meets the exacting Passivhaus 
standard. 

The block has achieved this by 
having: 

■ unbroken super insulation 

■ very airtight building 

■ mechanical ventilation with 
highly efficient heat recovery 

■ high-perfomning triple-glazed 
insulated windows 

■ the brickwork extending over 
the south facade creating a 
large overhang incorporating a 
brise soleil (which deflects 
sunlight). This provides vital 


shade to south facing classrooms. 

The new extension will have 
annual energy consumption 
67 per cent lower than a typi- 
cal new build school, together 
with a 65 per cent reduction in 
carbon emissions each year. 

Passivhaus buildings also 
have improved indoor air 
quality and increased daylight 
has been shown to make 
children more attentive and to 
improve learning. 

The school is run by 
husband and wife team Jo 
Franklin and Jeremy Iver. 

Mrs Franklin said: “We are all 


incredibly proud to have the first 
Passivhaus school building in 
London. What better way to 
teach children about the impor- 
tance of looking after the envi- 
ronment than to be taught in a 
building that lives and breathes 
that message?" 

Prof Cox told the assembled 
guests at the opening: “Building 
an environment like Stebon 
instils a sense of possibility in 
the student, parents and the 
families, and a school like this 
allows you to do wonderful 
things like being a scientist, or 
whatever you want to be."

After cutting his teeth in the movie business with a transit van packed with videos, T3rrone Walker-Hebborn brought 
big screen cinema back to Tower Hamlets on the site of a former music hall and theatre, as James Maztin reports. 


A paragon of 
independence

TYRONE Walker-Hebborn's first 
proper taste of the film world came 
in the late 80s. 

A decade before turning a derelict site 
on Whitechapel Road into a popular 
picturehouse, the electronics graduate 
bought a transit van and turned it into a 
movie library on wheels. 

“It was filled with about 400 films,” 
Tyrone told East End Life. 

“1 found 1 really loved recommending 
films and was pretty good at seeing what 
the customer wanted.” 

And while unsociable hours and bad 
weather turned T3none away from the busi- 
ness, it sparked an interest he returned to 
in 1999. 

At that time, his family roofing business 
had survived a recession and he felt it was 
time to invest in bricks and mortar. 

An early setback came after planning 
permission was refused to turn a site in 
Bromley-by-Bow into a six-screen cinema. 

“Then this site came up,” says the 
49 -year-old, sitting in the cinema's Bar 
Paragon on a midweek afternoon. 

“1 came and looked at it and said, yeah, 
we were meant to buy this'.” 



Genesis is doing a roaring trade 


There hadn’t 
been a 
cinema 
in Tower 
Hamlets for ten years. 
No one wanted to 
touch it. It was crazy.” 

Although unused for ten years, the 
venue has enjoyed a rich history of enter- 
tainment since its inception in 1848. 

Originally a music hall, a fire in 1884 saw 
its theatrical replacement - the Paragon 
Theatre of Variety- welcome stars on the 
cusp of fame including Charlie Chaplin. The 
building was used as a cinema from 1912. 

Of its history prior to Tyrone purchasing 
the site, he adds: “There hadn't been a cin- 
ema in Tower Hamlets for ten years. No one 
wanted to touch it. It was just crazy” 

Today Tyrone looks contented, dressed 
in a dark suit, open-neck shirt and trainers. 

Business is going well - he says that box 
office takings in the UK were down four 
per cent last year, while admissions at 
Genesis were up 24 per cent. 

He admits the unique make-up of east 
London today has helped. 

“You've got a lovely mix of people here, 
from kids right through to your very cin- 
ematic aficionado hipster crowd,” he adds. 

It was recently announced that Genesis 
had signed up to the Meerkat Movies 
scheme - a replacement for the long- 
running Orange Wednesdays promotion. 

The move opens up the possibility of £2 
tickets (they have always been £4 on Mon- 
days and Wednesdays), while children's 
screenings are still £3.50. 

“It's a way for us to make another offer- 
ing to local people who might struggle to 
come to the cinema,” explains Tyrone. 

“Being an East Ender, I'm very conscious 
of the differences in circumstances for 
different people.” 

Often it's staff who bear the brunt of low 
prices through lower wages. 

But not Genesis' team, which fluctuates 
between 35 and 40 strong, says Tyrone. 

“If companies are pushing massive

profits and pushing minimum wage, 1 don't 
think it's right,” he said. 

He adds that Genesis always pays “above 
minimum wage. 1 think you should pay 
what you can afford. 

“If you're independent, you've got to look 
after the business to make sure it survives.” 

While admitting he'd love to open a sec- 
ond cinema, the priorities remain at the cur- 
rent site where new seats and an improved 
box office system are being trialled. 

As well as regular poetry and comedy 
nights.

A MAN who was found with 
40 wraps of crack cocaine 
and heroin has been 
sentenced to three years and 
four months in prison. 
Twenty-eight-year-old 
Mohammed Aladinur 
Rahman of Brady Street, 
Whitechapel, was sentenced 
for possession with intent to 
supply class A drugs and 
possession of class B drugs, 
when he appeared at 
Snaresbrook Crown Court on 
Thursday, April 16. 

Acting on information 
received about drug dealing 
in Brady Street, officers from 
the Tower Hamlets 
Partnership Task Force (PTF) 
stopped Rahman on 
February 24. 


Officers seized a further 
quantity of Class A drugs 
and cannabis, drug-related 
paraphernalia and more 
than £1,000 in cash at 
Rahman's home address. 
Rahman was charged with 
possession with intent to 
supply and possession of 
drugs on February 25 and 
remanded in custody to 
appear at Thames 
Magistrates’ Court the 
following day, where he 
pleaded guilty. 

PC Andrew Bray of the PTF 
said: “A prison sentence such 
as this shows that both 
police and the courts have a 
‘no tolerance’ approach 
when it comes to drug 
dealing.”

THE use of foodbanks in 
the borough has leapt by 
almost a quarter in the 
past year. 

Tower Hamlets Foodbank 
said it gave out 2,782 allocations 
of emergency food in the past 
twelve months, up 22 per cent 
on the financial year up to 2014. 

The organisation - a project 
of the charity First Love Foun- 
dation - added they had seen 
year-on-year increases since 
the borough-wide hub was first 
launched in 2010. 


Since then, almost half the 
centre's emergency allocations 
of food have been for children. 

Amy Kimbangi, manager of 
Tower Hamlets Foodbank, said: 
“We are seeing increasing num- 
bers of people finding it very 
difficult to cope when some- 
thing unexpected happens." 

Ms Kimbangi added: “The 
loss of a job or a delay with 
benefit payments can see 
families go without income for 
a number of weeks - and, if there 
are no savings in the bank, 
putting food on the table 
becomes extremely difficult." 


The news came soon after the 
Trussel Trust - the biggest 
provider of emergency food aid 
in the UK - published figures 
which showed that foodbank 
use has hit one milUon since the 
end of the last financial year. 

Surveys conducted by the 
trust, which has more than 
400 foodbanks nationwide, 
showed the most common 
reason for people being 
referred to it are delays in the 
receiving of state benefits.

THE council continues to 
encourage residents to 
call the Metropolitan 
Police’s non-emergency 
phone number of ioi to 
report anti-social behav- 
iour, crime and other con- 
cerns that do not require 
an emergency response. 

You should call 101, for exam- 
ple, if your car has been stolen, 
your property has been dam- 
aged or you suspect drug use or 
dealing in your neighbourhood. 

101 is also the best way to re- 
port a minor traffic collision, give 
the police information about 
crime in your area or speak to 
the police about a general 
enquiry. 

Residents should still always 
call 999 when it is an emer- 
gency, such as when a crime is 
in progress, when someone 
suspected of a crime is nearby, 
when there is danger to life or 
when violence is being used or 
threatened. 

Help for victims of 
domestic violence 

YOU should continue to contact 
the council about issues in your 
area such as dog fouling, 
abandoned vehicles, dumping 
and fly tipping or vandalism of 
public property. 

The council's domestic vio- 
lence team will soon be offer- 
ing support and advice from a 
new location - the Idea Store 
Whitechapel every Thursday 
in a new stage of its successful 
One Stop Shop initiative for 
victims of domestic abuse. 

From June 4, between 9.30am 
andi2.3opm every Thursday, 
support staff from the council. 
Victim Support and the police 
-as well as legal and housing 
professionals - will be available 
to help anyone who has expe- 
rienced domestic abuse. 

This is an important initiative 
designed to support victims of 
domestic abuse, female genital 
mutilation (FGM), forced 
marriage, sexual exploitation, 
violence associated with 


prostitution, 'honour-based' 
violence, stalking, harassment, 
dowry-related abuse or sexual 
violence. 

We understand that some 
victims might not feel comfort- 
able actively seeking support 
directly from the police. It is 
hoped these easily accessible 
surgeries in Whitechapel will 
enable people to talk to differ- 
ent agencies in one time and 
place and to speak confidential- 
ly about any domestic abuse 
problems they experience. 

The council has now held 16 
community safety surgeries 
and walkabouts across Tower 
Hamlets. 

These events have been in- 
valuable for the police, council 
and other partners in gathering 
vital information from resi- 
dents about crime and anti- 
social behaviour taking place in 
each area of the borough. 

There are still a few remain- 
ing areas we will be visiting - 
Island Gardens, Lansbury, 
Bromley North and Bromley 
South - where your input can 
help us to stop people in your 
area flouting the law. 

All residents are welcome to 
join us at one of the surgeries 
or the walkabout if they wish 
to be involved or have any com- 
munity safety concerns they 
would like to teT us about direct- 
ly.

LUCY Dolan is aiming high 
with her start-up compa- 
ny and is hoping to win 
£150,000 for her business 
in Virgin Media Business’ 
Pitch to Rich competition. 

The 25-year-old owner of 
Zigzag Teas is hoping that 
enough people will log on to her 
pitch on the competition web- 
site and vote her through to 
Richard Branson's shortlist. This 
will give her the opportunity to 
win £150,000 plus mentoring 
and business advice from 
Virgin Start-up for a year. 

Lucy, who was born in 
Whitechapel and now lives in 
Poplar, set up her blended tea 
business at the beginning of the 
year. She has a 
market stall at 
the Old Tru- 
man Brew- 
ery in Brick 
Lane, where 
she sells pack- 


ets of her unique blended teas. 

She completed a degree in art 
history at Leeds University, and 
was subsequently awarded a 
bursary of £35,000 to complete 
her Masters at Sotheby's.

Learning to build in Bow 


Housing provider unveils new practical courses for 16 - 24 year olds 


Circle Housing Old Ford is launching a 
brand new initiative to equip young people 
in east London with the skills to carve out a 
career in construction. 

Delivered at the Ollerton Construction Training Centre on the 
Locton estate in Bow, the new course is specifically designed for 
local residents aged between i8 and 24 who want to learn a trade. 

The young people will work towards a City & Guilds accreditation, 
focussing on practical skills such as plumbing, carpentry and 
painting and decorating. The course will start in September with 
recruitment and taster days throughout June and July. 



Empowering young people 

Circle Housing Old Ford has good experience of helping young 
people in this age group - it recently linked up with a supported 
housing scheme in Essex to help a group young people to produce 
furniture from design to completion following their request to gain 
practical skills and hands on learning. 

The participants from the Brentwood Foyer - a scheme which helps 
vulnerable young people gain independence - received extensive 
training, advice and support covering model making, testing, 
scaling and the design process at the centre. 

Christine Hevey, Assistant Director of Community Development 
at Circle Housing Old Ford, said: 

“For many of the young people this was their 
first experience of a real design process. 

As well as producing quality furniture 
to be proud of, the young people gained 
confidence and essential life skills, such as 
team work and problem solving.”

Skills for life 

Circle Housing Old Ford has been offering construction training 
schemes for over a decade to local schools and residents. Its 
vocational courses for young people aged 14 to 16 who are at risk of 
exclusion at school have been particularly successful. 

''Mainstream education and the traditional 
academic route won't always be right for 
thousands of youngsters/' Christine says. 
"Academia and the disciplinary classroom 
framework might not suit their needs and 
can often leave pupils feeling like a square 
peg in a round hole. This can lead to truancy 
and other behavioural issues. 

"Our teaching methods on the other hand 
are much less formal than a traditional 
school or a college as trainees are given 
space to learn at their own pace and are 
supported to become independent learners. 

"We see first hand how some who fall behind 
in school can succeed in an alternative 
learning environment. Our tutors aim to 
give the young people a sense of hope for 
the future and self belief in what they can 
achieve, and we have one of the highest 
attendance rates amongst the borough's 
alternative providers." 

As well as running vocational schemes for young people, the 
housing association also provides short courses for local adults in 
carpentry, plumbing, painting and decorating and women-only DIY 
courses. 

In the past year alone, 160 people have benefited from the 
services at the Construction Training Centre.

Case study - Cohan Lowe

learn the basics of plumbing. The teachers were good and 
so was the support. They really believed in me and kept 
telling me that I was doing well, and that I would have a 
good chance of getting an apprenticeship. I started to feel 
more motivated and begun to believe that I might really 
get a job at the end of my training."

Providing help for prisoners and 
their families benefits everyone 


PRISONERS preparing to re-enter 
society frequently struggle to adapt, 
often because they may not have 
access to things such as a home or 
bank account. 

They may want to apply for jobs but don't 
have a CV or an email address. This can 
have a huge impact on them - and their 
families. 

These are the issues being tackled 
head-on by the council, which is one of the 
few local authorities in the country to be 
working with prisoners and their families 
through a targeted team. 

Through its Family Intervention 
Service, the council is trying to do every- 
thing possible to avoid ex-offenders slip- 
ping back into a criminal lifestyle. 

The government estimates that re- 
offending costs the taxpayer between 
fgbillion and £i3billion each year. Nation- 
ally, 47 per cent of people released from 
prison will re-offend. 

In Tower Hamlets, the council is trying 
to change that. Its Prisoners' Family Project 
aims to support families and reduce re- 
offending by working with the person in 
prison and their family. 

The support offered is practical and 
emotional. For the family, the worker gives 
hands-on help as soon as a relative is jailed. 
The worker will attend appointments 
with them; for example, those to do with 
housing or school problems. 

They will help them organise visits to see 
their relative in prison, and help them fill 
out any paperwork, such as benefit forms. 

The family left behind when an offend- 
er is imprisoned is often overlooked. But the 
impact on them can be devastating. 

Often the person jailed was the main 
breadwinner so the loss of this income can 
be dramatic, leading to the need for them 
to start claiming benefits. It can also 
threaten a family's home as they may 
struggle to keep up with repayments. 

There is a potentially damaging change 
to the family dynamic, with the authori- 
ty figure having left the household and a 
risk of children missing school and having 
behavioural problems. 

Ensuring the family functions effective- 
ly can have important benefits and break 
the pattern of offending. Nationally, 65 per 
cent of boys with a convicted parent go on 
to offend. 

Under the Prisoners' Family Project, the 
practitioners will work closely with the

family and the offender to help them 
rebuild their relationship .They spend a lot 
of time with the family unit and prepare 
all those within the family for coping 
with the turmoil that is likely to follow when 
the offender returns to the family home. 

In the crucial period before an offender 
is released, the team will contact the per- 
son to help plan what needs to be done to 
support them coming home. The worker 
will discuss their employment and train- 
ing opportunities and help them with the 
necessary forms. 

The council's director of education, social 
care and wellbeing, Robert McCulloch- 
Graham, said: “We are committed to help- 
ing all families in our community. 

“1 am incredibly proud of our hard work 
in this area. All too often these families are 
forgotten but we are trying to tackle prob- 
lems before they arise. 

“This ambitious approach is better for the 
families, better for the community and bet- 
ter for the taxpayer.'' 

Although there is no statutory duty on 
local authorities to provide a service for pris- 
oners' families. Tower Hamlets recognises 
the need to act before it is too late. 

Children's charity Barnardo's is 
campaigning for a change in emphasis in 


policies and procedures to make ensure they 
get the right support. 

Mr McCulloch-Graham added: “This coun- 
cil has a strong track record of helping fam- 
ilies in need, and we know the impact of a 
family member going to prison can be dev- 
astating. We hope other councils will also 
recognise the benefits of helping families.'' 

The council also runs a monthly steering 
group where professionals come together 
to explore how best to support prisoners' 
families. The council also continually explores 
what it can do locally and in partnership with 
neighbouring boroughs to bring about 
change in the way that prisoners' families 
are supported. 

■ Research by Barnardo's found that every 
year there are 200,000 children with a par- 
ent in prison in England and Wales. That 
means there are more children with par- 
ents in prison then there are children 
looked after, yet these families are not af- 
forded the same status in terms of services. 

■ In 2012 Tower Hamlets' Family Interven- 
tion Service (FIS) did some work with the 
National Offender Management Service 
(NOMS) to identify children of prisoners. 
They became aware that there are 1,000 
Tower Hamlets residents in prison at any 
one time. 


Making a realistic plan 
to get back to work 

Case study - Family A 

This particular offender highlighted 
that he was keen to work as soon as he 
was released. 

However, he had no ID, no birth cer- 
tificate, no passport, no bank account, 
no CV, no email address and a long of- 
fending history, with minimal qualifi- 
cations and work history. 

He was far from being ready for 
work, but the practitioner was aware that 
without a plan in place the man would 
quickly return to crime. 

The offender and the practitioner 
made a realistic plan to get the offend- 
er work-ready. 

This meant getting his ID and a CV 
ready while he was still in prison. The 
practitioner worked closely with the fam- 
ily and kept them involved. 

They let him return home as there was 
support in place for him; having no ad- 
dress would have been an even bigger 
barrier for him gaining employment. 

Finding a solution to 
suit the whole family 

Case study - Family B 

Prior to release from prison, this offend- 
er's family were visited by the practition- 
er and the social landlord as there were 
concerns the offender would return to 
offending locally and put his family's 
tenancy at risk. 

The family agreed to work with the 
council and a plan was put in place to 
support them with the transition home 
of their family member as they were all 
very anxious about this. 

FIS met with the offender and worked 
with them to address some of the 
practical barriers they faced, as well as 
looking at family dynamics they may 
come across upon release from prison. 

The family did have some difficulty ad- 
justing to the changes within their 
home and, at times of crisis, FIS were able 
to work with them to ensure that 
relationships were maintained. 

In addition, the ex-offender did not 
place the tenancy at risk through 
re-offending and the family are no 
longer at risk of eviction. 
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Fire, fury and brimstone

Whitechapel brawler fought 
then fronted the Sally Army 


BY JOHN RENNIE 


THE funeral was conducted with full 
Salvation Army military honours, 
as befitted a venerable and tireless 
officer. 

Charles Jeffries had, after all, attained the 
rank of commissioner, second-highest in 
the service. And even past the age of 70, he 
was tirelessly evangelising the cause, 
preaching throughout the United States and 
Canada, and readying himself for a new 
campaign in Australia. 

And Jeffries had been in at the early days 
of the Army, as they took to the streets of 
Whitechapel, preaching against the evils 
of booze, tobacco and gambling, often 
against a wall of intimidation and violence. 

The irony was that, back in the 1880s, 
as violence kicked off in Brick Lane and 
Commercial Road, Jeffries wasn't clad in the 
austere black of the Sally Army; he was 
leading the gang of thugs trying to wreck 
their campaign. He showed those officer 
skills early, as a teenage leader of The Skele- 
ton Army*, the dark mirror to William 
Booth's saintly crew. 

Jeffries was born in Shadwell in 1864, just 
a mile down the road from Whitechapel, 
where William and Catherine Booth would 
set up their Salvation Army a year later. 

The alehouses and tobacconists of the East 
End had a lot to fear from the new religious 
movement. Initially seen as cranks, the Army 
was soon attracting big crowds to its 
meetings, with the promise of salvation 
from the evils of dissipation. Many East 
Enders could see that an abstemious life 
would serve them better, and that was bad 
for profits. 

The first reference to an organised 
opposition was in August 1880, in 
Whitechapel, when an 'unconverted 
salvation army' was founded with its own 
flag and a motto of 'be just and fear not'. 

Where did the shadowy organisation 
come from? The smart money was on the 
publicans and tobacconists putting them 
up to it. They were certainly well organised, 
always turning up at the start of an Army 
rally. 

They had slogans too. 'Blood and 
thunder' mocked the Army's 'Blood and fire' 
war cry, while the Army's three Ss of 'soup, 
soap and salvation' became 'beef, beer 
and bacca'. 

At first unnamed, they used a variety of 



insignia to distinguish themselves: a skull 
and crossbones, two coffins, rats, monkeys, 
the devil and, increasingly, a skeleton. 
They would break up Sally Army rallies, 
throwing rocks and dead rats, shouting, play- 
ing loud and discordant musical instru- 
ments, and beating up Army officers. 

And there, at the vanguard of the 
Whitechapel mob, was 16-year-old Charles 
Jeffries. He, by coincidence, was now 
employed by a firm of tobacconists and he 
embraced his now streetfighting role with 
enthusiasm, quickly becoming No 2 in the 
Whitechapel branch of the Skeletons. 

George Holmes, later a colonel in the 
Army, but a boy Salvationist in 1881, takes 
up the story: "It was very rough. 

"I remember attending an open-air 
meeting one Sunday night outside The BEnd 
Beggar. Afterwards we marched to our Hall 
in Whitechapel Road. The 'skeletons' directed 
by Jeffries, headed our procession, pro- 
ceeding at a snail's pace and compelling us 
to do so. 

"Thus handicapped, we were jostled 
and pelted with decayed fruit and mud. I 
was only a boy, and for safety was placed 
in the middle of the ranks. 

"An enthusiastic Salvationist in our front 
rank wore a high hat with a Salvation Army 
band round the crown. SEpping behind him, 
Jeffries leant upon his shoulders and deft- 
ly pushed the high hat over his eyes, 
whilst wriggling into the desired position. 

"Then, using the top hat as a drum and 


his legs as a goad, he 'drove' his victim in 
the procession to the Hall. The Salvation- 
ists could have dismounted Jeffries only by 
rolling their comrade in the mud." 

A long way from the stern and earnest 
Jeffries who gazes out at us from later 
portraits. So what on earth happened? 

A matter of months after the Blind 
Beggar incident, Jeffries and 20 or so 
other Skeletons came to wreck another 
Whitechapel meeting where the Army were 
busy signing up converts and stayed to 
listen to the Army's arguments. Irony of 
irony, the gang of Skeletons ended up 
seeing the light. 

Now it was Jeffries doing the converting 
on the streets of Whitechapel, and he was 
soon being attacked by his former pals. He 
later wrote: "In the Open-Airs my old 
mates gave me many a blow and kick but 
I stuck fast. At times they would follow me 
home singing, 'Jeffries will help to roll the 
old chariot along' And, thank God, I am 
doing it!" 

And doing it to enormous effect. In 1882 
he finished training and became an officer. 
By 1883 he made lieutenant and was sent 
to Penzance, where he converted 300 souls. 

It wasn't easy work: he was several 
times brought before the magistrates and 
cautioned for preaching in the streets. He 
was one of the first wave of Army officers 
to arrive in Australia and, in 1889 he was 
imprisoned in Sydney for a week for 
preaching in the open.

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But the tireless officer pressed on, setting 
up a dozen new corps, setting up Rescue 
Homes, doing social work in Melbourne and 
Adelaide, pausing only to marry Capt 
Martha Harris and father seven children. 

A series of field postings and promotions 
followed as he moved from Wales, to the 
north west, to China and then back to Lon- 
don with the rank of Commissioner. 

Now he was back in east London, run- 
ning the training college at Clapton and 
turning out 500 cadets a year. 

And the skeleton days weren't forgotten. 
General Erik Wickberg looked back on 
his days as a cadet under Jeffries. "It 
impressed us more to learn that he had been 
the leader of the Skeleton Army. 

"He was a 'he-man', a quick-witted 
Londoner, a man of few words, always to 
the point, who could preach about hell-fire 
and the tail of the devil, so that we seemed 
to smell sulphur and brimstone!" 

If anyone had escaped the fiery pit and 
been called to glory, it was Jeffries. He died 
in Orlando, Florida in 1936, a long way from 
the mean streets of Whitechapel. Called to 
glory at last... but perhaps there was still 
a whiff of sulphur about the Shadwell boy.

REIGNING champions Tower Hamlets 
secured the hotly contested men's 
Mayor's Cup for the second year 
running on Sunday, April 19. 

The fifth annual Mayor's Cup football 
tournament trophy was held aloft by the 
defending champions, after they beat Ey 
Football Club from Newham in the final at 
Mile End Stadium. 

The 3-0 result was the highlight of an 
exciting finals weekend.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met.

The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1 990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of air 
pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle and 
go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help 
you get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be 
able to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's 
blue badge or are eligible under the Permit 


Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at 
social rented housing residents. The criteria for 
the PTS is as follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit 
per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 
under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof 
of PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including 
a duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes 
or housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 10 scratchcards per year. For permit

Guilt-free chicken, hut 
it doesn’t come cheap 



Clutch is a chicken shop with a difference

SERVING up poultry in 
what looks like a former 
estate pub, Clutch is a 
fried chicken shop with a 
difference. 

It bills itself as offering 
'guilt-free' chicken that is free 
range and cooked using 
healthy oils. 

As such, it is one of a new 
breed that want to raise or 
change the food in a hurry 
game by using better produce 
and knowing the 'provenance' 
of their main ingredient. 

The restaurant is intimate, 
with the kitchen visible from the 
dining hall, which is very much 
on trend. This is fast food, hip- 
ster style. 

The waiting staff welcomed 
us very warmly and promptly 
sat us at a table near the en- 
trance, after swiftly and effi- 
ciently clearing the way for us. 

The restaurant was packed 
and there was a steady flow of 
diners, even after our relative- 
ly late 9pm arrival. 

We were presented with our 
menus and had the deal ex- 


plained to us, basically, chicken 
wings or whole or half bucket 
of chicken with a few different 
coating options. 

We chose a whole bucket of 
pepper-coated chicken, with 
coleslaw and gravy on the side. 

The food was a bit slow to ar- 
rive, particularly as one or two 
who arrived after us appeared 
to get their food quicker. But 
maybe I'm being churlish. 

Once it arrived, our chicken 


was delectable, crisply coated 
but tender and juicy. 

The coating was very well 
seasoned - peppery, yes, but not 
to the point where you 
couldn't taste an3d:hing else. 

They definitely know how to 
cook chicken at Clutch. 

The coleslaw was fresh and 
crispy and the gravy deep and 
rich - a steal at £1. 

The food at Clutch is very good 
and there is care and attention 


in the presentation and 
service. 

But there is a price catch to 
Clutch and that is the price, 
which in our case was £29.50. 

I would visit more often if it 
was less expensive. 

But maybe you just have to 
have slightly deeper pockets if 
you want to put your money 
where your ethical mouth is.

Hot and hearty

THIS hearty dish is best gives the aubergine a delicious 

served with a crisp, green flavour 
salad. Just make sure the oil isn't too 

Frying with olive oil isn't hot and that you fry the 
normally recommended but it aubergine very gently, so as 
works best with this dish as it not to spoil the flavour. 


Aubergine bake - serves 3-4 


Ingredients 

2 large aubergines, thinly 
sliced 

1 tbsp of rapeseed or a nut oil 
of your choice 

2 tablespoons of olive oil 

1 onion 

2 tins of chopped tomatoes 
1 small tin of tomato puree 


2 tbsp fresh chopped 
oregano or 2 tsp dried 
oregano 

1 tbsp fresh chopped basil or 
1 tsp dried basil 
Approx 250g mozzarella 
cheese, sliced 
Enough plain flour to coat 
aubergine slices 


Method 


1. Heat oven to 
350°F/i8o°C/Gas mark 4 

2. Fry the onion in the 
rapeseed or nut oil until soft. 

3. Add the tomato, tomato 
paste and herbs and heat 
gently. Try not to let it bubble 
too much. 

4. While the tomato mixture is 
warming, gently coat the 
aubergine slices in the flour 
and fry them until lightly 
browned. 

5. Once all the aubergine has 
been fried, pour some tomato 


mixture in the bottom of a 
baking dish, then layer some 
slices of aubergine on top. Add 
another layer of tomato, then 
aubergine again and, finally, 
the last of the tomato. 

6 . Layer the slices of 
mozzarella on top and bake in 
the oven for 30-40 minutes, 
until the top is lightly 
browned. 

7. Serve hot.
